‘THEOSOPHICAL MEETING'S - 
INTERESTING SUBJECT. . 


The subjoct. of yesterday's 
weekly  mecting of tho local 
Theosophical Lodge was an address 
Karl Ludwig Relcholt, a 
Sinologue,‘on “Naturo Worship in; 
China and its Philosophical Back-

“Investigating the origin'of Chi- 
nese religious belief, Dr. Reichelt 
opined that it commenced 1s a 
vague monothelsm, .with a strong 
admixture of spirit worahip 
(animiam), and that this form of 
religion had been,. oven to the pre- 
sont timo, the soll out of which all: 
tho other natlonal religions and 
sects had grown, colouring ‘even 
imported religions like Buddhism 
anism, 

Renching back into tho origin of 
the Chinese race to trace the source 
of Chincso animism, Dr. Reichelt 
sald that it -was a well-known fact 
that thore .were people in China 
before the Chinecac obtained 1 
foothold in !t, and he alluded to 
the aborigine tribes to_bo still 
found in the southern Provinces 
and in the Islands of Hainan and 
¥ormosa as theso precursors. 
Though distinct {n language and 
chnractoristics, the language of 
those aborigines and of the Chinese 
was to be indissoluble from the 
claasification «known as Indo- 
Chinese, to which also belonged the 
Thibetan, Burmese ‘and Siamese 
langunges. 

After speculating on the origin 
of the Chinesé, the probability of 
their having migrated Into their 
present home from regions lying 
to the West being | not overlooked, 
Dr. Reichelt stressed the similarity 
of religious bellefs, as for instance 
in the One God and tn the Great 
Deluge. Consciousness of the one 
Supreme Being who wrought all 
these mighty works gradually 
faded to give place to n recognition 
of the power of nature:as impres- 
sed upon them by thelr daily vicis- 
aitudes in the course of their 
nomadic wanderings. It — could 
then scarcely be wondered -thnt 
a fear of evil was incalcated’ fl 
them leading to the imaginative 
creation of 18 many demons as 
there were terrors in the carly 
stage of their natforal transition. 

In the continuous warfare with 
these evil forces, man’s best re- 
course was to the gods or good 
spirits, us was natural, and so it 
came to pass that there were creat- 
ed, visa vie these evil spirits, 
deities associated with such mighty 
manifestations of nature as fire, 
thunder, storm, ete., and, later on, 
yreat men remembered by their 
deeds. nnd mysterious legendary 
figures were added. to this array 
of good spirits, 

Delving deeply into Chinese 
Nterary lore, Dr. Reichelt selected 
the Yi-ching, or Book of Changes, 
to show. the Chinese profound 
philosophical’ conception of cosmic 
evolution. With this he proceeded 
to consider the philosophical ex- 
planation which the race selecte 
for their first religion. 

It was the belfef of the race he 
sald, that from = oternity there 
existed an absolute point (tai-cht), 
n topmost point, or a point of be- 
ginning, to be construed by our 
nlodern specch-ag' the “primordial 
cell”, This point of departure 
tvontained two elements, one called 
the Yang (meaning light, warmth, 
stendfastneas, viz the sun, and, it. 
followed therefore, the malo) and 
the other the Ying (darkness, cold, 
feebleness; the female .clement). 
As one had also the meaning of 
heaven, the other’ consequently 
became the earth. To develop this 
meaning further, the heaven was 
looked upon as the fructifying 
power: {t sent the creative elements 
of heat and rain, Yang then came 
to stand for tha male force and, 
conversely, ying the female. 

The Sced of Life. 

“Out of this idea of lai-chi, in 
which were combined the active 
and negativo forces o3 it were,” 
continued Dr. Reichelt, fs develop- 
ed everything which {s Included in 
the conception of creation. Matter 
is produced fn an unbroken process 
and assumes form according to the 
lawa inherent In the being of Yang 
and Ying. Matter is formed by 
the Yang and Ying forces working 
together, ‘or rather in opposition. 
For there {s between them aon 
eternal tension, due’ to their 
Wametrically opposed nature. Out 
of this mighty tension (alternate 
action) come fog ‘nnd dust. 
These condensed {into solid, dead 
unformed matter called tao-chi. 
Life and order make their appear- 
ance when there. is.sent from the 
Heaven, the source of the Yang

CHILD LABOUR. 


Those who are interested in the 


, question of child labour will find 


interest in the fact that the Inter- 
national Labour Office of the 
League of Nations has recently 
issued a report dealing with the 
problem of the age of admission 
of children to’ won-industyiat oc- 
cupations, This problem was dis- 
cussed for the first time at the 
International Labour Conference 
of June fast and comes up for the 
second and, It is to be hoped, final 
discussion at this year’s Confer- 
ence next month. In aceordance 
with its usual procedure, the office 


cireulated to Governments a ques-' 


tionnaire on the main aspects of 
the problem, in preparation for 
the discussion of definite pro- 
posnis in tho present report, with 
a general survey of the problem 
and draft proposals: for the final 
Convention. 

The protection of child labour 
has been one of the principal 
ideals of socin) reformers cvyer 
sinee the iden of social legislation 
was born,” Its aspects range from 
the purely humanitarian to the 
purely economic, It is generally 
ngreed that the object to be attain- 
ed must be the ubsolute prohibition 
of child labour below a certain age, 
and the regulation of juvenile la- 
bour, The main points at issue 
are simply the degree of protec- 
tion to be afforded and the limit 
to be fixed between. child and 
juvenile Inbour. Before 1918 tue 
minimum age of admission to in- 
dustry was fixed by law in a car- 
tain number of Statcs and a few 
of them prohibited she. adinisaion 
to dangerous occupations. Child 
labour in agriculture and corimerce 
was almcst entirely unregtilated. 
Tho International Labour Organisa- 
tion included among’ the genoral 
rrinciples governing—ita constitu- 
tion “the abolition of child labour 


and the imposition of auch’ Hmita- 


tion on the Inbour of young per- 
sons a8 shall permit the continua- 
tion of thelr education and assure 
tholr proper physical development.” 
Since that dato International Con-, 
ventions have already been’ adopted. 
on tho minimum age for admisston 
to industry, to employment at sea, 

and to agriculture; . Another. Con- 
yortion -prohibita alght . wo 


young porsona, and-yct others deal 
With the employment as trimmers 
und stokers, medical examinations 
‘nt sen, forced labour, and with cer- 
(tain dangerous occupations. The 
proposed draft convention . Inys 
down the general minimum of 14 
years adopted In the other Child 
Labour Conventions. Most Gov- 
ernments appear In favour of this 
and if It Is ‘adopted it will mean 
that the standard of 14 yenrs of 
age will have been adopted for all 
kinds of child labour. \ 

Hore in Hongkong, legislation 
has, until latterly, lagged consider- 
ably behind that’ of most Western 
countries, a circumstance which is 
not altogether surprising in view 
of the peculiar economic conditiona 
which prevail in most parts of tho 
Far East. There has, however, in 
recent years been a recognition of 
the fact that {his Colony must come 
more into Hne with present-day 
fdenls. Houra of Iabour for wo- 
men and children have been rogu- 
lated, whilat no child is: permitted 
to be employed in dangerous trades, 
from which also female workers 
between the ages of 16 and 18 nre 
prohibited except with the ‘permis- 
sion of the Protector of Labour. 
In other ways, algo, Hongkong has 
been engaged in child protection 
activity recently, so that by degrees 
we are laying down conditions 
more closely resembling those now 
generally recognised aa being 
neccessary to prevent the exploita- 
tion df child Inbour. Much re- 
mains to be done, but progress is 
being made along the right lines. 


The Shipping Depression. 


Although the severity of the 
depression in the shipping indus- 
try is reflected somewhat Jn the 
figures quoted by the chairman at 
yesterday's mecting of the Hong- 
kong and Kowloon Wharf and 
Godown Company, they nlso sorve 
to show’ how Hght have been the 
effects on the world economic 
blizzard in Hongkong. The num- 
ber of ships using the wharves 
of the Company. were only thirty- 
eight fewer than tn 1930—which 
may be partly accounted for by 
cconomles of shipping firms; using 
harbour buoys instead—wwhile the 
gross profit ia down by less than 
20 per cent. Par Enstern difficul- 
ties—the boycott of Japanese 
xoods, general interference with 
normal dctivities in all parts of 
China—have contributed largely 
to,any slackness that may be ap- 
parent in local trade and on the 
vhole, the Colony has cause to 
congratulate itself, When Hong- 
konge's position tg ¢comptred with 
that of Great Britain, cnuse for 
content with our lot becomes more 
apparent. 
vary, 728 ships were Jafd up in 
various British ports, the aggre- 
gate tonnage ‘being 1,966,417, 
while many of the ships rematn- 
ing in commission have to be con- 
tent with very meagre cargoes, 


Still worse, though it is an obvious’ 


result of the general stagnation, 
is’ the continuous decline revealed 
in the tonnage of merchant vessels 
under construction, which at De- 
cember 31st stood at 400,606 tons, 
the smallest recorded since Sep- 
tember, 1887! Moreover the figure 
includes nbout 154,000 tons on 
which operntions have been sus- 
pended, the heavy’ increase of 
89,000 tons on the previous month 
being largely due to the. stoppage 
of work on the new Cunarder. In 
the three months ended December, 
work was begun on 37 vessels 
totalling 104,784 tons, a distinct 
improvement compared with 26 


vessels of 38,676 tons in the Sep-. 


tember quarter, but the launching 
totalled only 70,707 tons grossa, 
against 80,340 tons gross in the

ding month last year. 

The consumption on the Island 

for the month was 238,09 m.g. 
for an estimated population of 
$82,260, giving a consumption per 
head per day of 21.6 gallons as 
compared with a, consumption 
of 201.34 mg. for an estimated 
population of 466,620 with a con- 
sumption of 15.9 gallons per head 
per day,

SHANGHAI RELIEF. 


The twelfth anniversary of the 
Chinese Women's Christian Asso- 
clation of Hongkong war cele- 
brated -yesterday at thelr hgad- 
quarters, 38-CBonham Road, and 


was attended by a large gathering, 


The ‘meeting was opendd with 
a hymn and prayer, followed by 
a few opening remarks by the 
president, Mrs. Ma Wing-chan. 
In the course of her remarks she 
sald that it was o cause of special 
thankaglving that the building in 
which the Association waa now 
‘housed wna wholly free of debt, 


Mrs. Tro Se-fong then read the 
report of the election of Board 
Members for the year. Tho fol- 
lowing were elected for a perlod 
of three yenrs,—Mra, Wong Kwok- 
shuen, Mrs, Wong Tae-chuen, Mra, 
Wong Yue-yeo, Mra, Lum Wai and 
Mra, Shin Kwai-sang, 


On behalf of the Board, Miss 
Kwok Sheung-man, acting general 
secretary, gave a report of the 
work of the Assovintion during the 
past year. 


In the course of the report {t 
was mentioned that a fortnightly 
religious talk had been the pro- 
Xramme, to which all members 
and friends were invited. The 
Ruccess of Buch a acheme haa been 
largely due to the aplendid — co- 
operation of the different pastors 
and landers of local churches. 
They were Indebted to the National 
Committee for Miss Catherino 
Vanco’s visit from Shanghal Inst 
spring, which brought helpful 
messages and suggestiona for the 
development off thin branch of 
work. During Dr, Eddy’s visit 
last autumn there were about 160 
girla who decided to fu ther etudy 
Christian teaching, 


Interest in the educational de- 
partment has been more varied due 
to the needa of members. The fol- 
lowing classes have: been held 
weekly—Chinese ond Western 
Cooking, Mandarin § and plano 
lessons and instruction on Firat 
Aid to the injured. In addition to 
these classes, some members took 
Interest in| monthly discuesions 
and debates on social topics auch 
as Citizenship, World Fellow- 
ship, uses and abuses of cosmetics 
ind luxuries, and the problem of 
White Slavery, ete. 


Another’ piece of fine work un- 
der this department has been free 
night schools for industrial girls 
in the city. During the past 12 
months they had been able to con- 
duct five schools of this kind, with 
« total attendance of 220. 


The wide scope of interest and 
success of this department is to 
be credited to the secretary, Miss 
Li Tuen Yee's thoughtful planning 
und methodical management.

picnics, other forms of out door 
life or trips to Canton, Chungchow 
and near by places were arranged 
and were thoroughly enjoyed. One 
of the outstanding features is our 
Dramatic ‘Club, which staged two 
performances and realized over 
$3,000 for flood relief. ; 


The ‘Wah Kwong” Club (Light 
of China) has a membership of 
approximately 400 girls under’ the 
age of 20 and consiata of 12-dif- 
ferent,.clubs, rangime from High 
Schools (girls from Ying Wah 
School, St. Stephen's College and 
St. Paul's School), Middle Schoo} 
(Young Chung, Fairlea) to ele 
mentary School (Tuan Ching, Lai 
Yin ant Congregationnl schooln). 
Those 400 girls could be regarded 
aa o sub-unit of our Association, 
having projects and interests as 
wide and varied as ours, only 
theirs are more adaptoble to thelr 
age, -Qur secretary, Miss Wong 
Yuk-mul, fa to be congratulated’ 
for her keen interest in these 
girla and untiring efforts. 


Woe have at present 880 mem- 
bers, 480 being adults and 400 
junior members (students), 


Our Hostel haa been of great 
acrvice to students, single ladies 
and ladies who travel alone. Sinco 
the recent influx ifrom Shanghal 
we have been taxed to our fullest 
eapnelty. At present we can ac- 
commodate at the most 20 people 
and many have been turned away 
much to our regret.

Employment Bureau,

seck employment and vocational 
guidance Is Increasing; an Em- 
ployment Bureau savas organized 
in our Association some’ months 
ago. A number of women of dif- 
ferent natlonalitica have applicd 
to us for occupation and quite a 
few have been placed in positions. 
We would commend it to business 
and profeasional men and women 
in Hongkong and ask that they 
Kindly applv to us when needing 
employees, Ho that we may make 
the connexion between positions 
and applicanta. 


_ We should like gratefully — to 
acknowledge the asuistance given 
by the Hongkong. Benevolent So- 
clety ‘and St. Stephen’a Girls’

CHILD LABOUR. 


Those who are interested in the 
question of child labour will find 
interest in the fact that the Inter- 
national Labour OfMlce of the 
League of Nations has recently 
issued a report dealing with the 
prohlem of the age of admission 
of children to non-industrial oc- 
cupations, This problem wag dia- 
cussed for the first time at the 
International Labour Conference 
of June Just and comes up for the 
second and, it is to be hoped, final 
discussion at this year’s Confer- 
ence next month. In accordance 
with its usual procedure, the office 
clreulated to Governments ‘a ques- 
tlonnaire on the main aspects of 
the problem, in prepnration for 
the discussion of definite pro- 
posals in the present report, with 
a general survey of the problem 
and draft proposals for the final 
Convention, : 

The protection of child labour 
has been’ one of the principal 
ideals of social reformers ever 
since the idea of social legislation 
was born. Its aspects range from 
the purcly humanitarian to the 
purely economic. It is generally 
ngreed that the object to be attnin- 
ed must be the absolute prohibition 
of child lubour below a certain age, 
and the regulation of juvenile Ja- 
hour. The main pointa dt issuc 
‘nre simply the degree of protec- 
tien to be afforded and the Hmit 
to-be fixed between - child and 
juvenile labour. Before 1918 tue 
minimum age of admission to in- 
dustry was fixed by law in a cer- 
tain number of States and a fow 
of them prohibited the adinission 
tu dangerous occupations, Child 
labour in agriculture and commerce 
was almest- entirely unrogulated. 
The International Labour Organisa- 
tion included among -the : genoral 
rrinciplés governing. its constitu- 
tion “the abolition of child-labour 
and the {mposition of auch: limita- 
tlon.on the labour of. young per- 


| tain dangerous occupations. 


sons as“shnll permit the continua- 
tion of their education and nasure 
thelr proper physical development.” 
Since that date International Con- 
ventions have already been adopted

The Shipping Depression. 


Although the severity of the 
depression in the shipping: indus- 
try is reflected somewhat in the 
figures quoted by the chairman at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Honx- 
kong and Kowloon Wharf and 
Godown Company, they alao serve 
to show how light have been the 
elfects ‘on the world - economic 
blizznrd in Hongkong. The num- 
ber of shipa using the wharves 
of the Company were only thirty- 
cight fewer than in 1980—which 
muy be partly accounted for by 
economies of shipping firina; using 
harbour buoys instead—while the 
gross profit is down by less than 
20 per cent. Far Eastern difficul- 
ties—the boycott of Japanese 
goods, gene interference with 
normal. a ities in. all parts, of 

© contributed largely 
to any slickness that may be ap- 
parent in local trade and on the 
vhole, the Colony has cause to 
congratulate itself.” When Hong- 
kong’s position is compared with 
that of Great Britain, cause for 
content with our lot becomes more 
apparent. At the end of Jun- 
unry, 728 ships were laid up in 
various British ports, the aggre: 
gote tonnage being 1,966,417, 
while many of the ships remain- 
ing in commission have to be con- 
tent with very meagre cargoes. 
Still worse, though it is an obvious 
result of the general stagnation, 
is the continuous decline revealed 
in the tonnage of merchant vessels 
under construction, which at De- 
cember 31st stood at 400,605 tons, 
the smallest recorded sinee Sep- 
tember, 1887! Moreover the: fixure 
includes about 164,000 tons on 
which operations have been sus- 
pended, the : heavy increase of 
89,000 tons on the previous month 


being largely due to the stoppage |. 


of work on'the new Cunarder. In 
the three months ended December, 
work was begun on 37 vessels 
totalling 104,784 tons, a distinct 
improvement compared with 25 
vessels of 38,676 tons in the Sep- 
tember quarter, but tho launching 
totalled only 70,707 tons gross, 
against 80,340 tons gross in the 
preceding three months. The 
wide extent of the depression is 
indicated that even -with. such 
phenomenal low figures, Britain ia 
still the most important_shipbuild- 
ing country in tho world, though 
her pre-eminence is much. less 
marked than formerly. :

DEATH OF MISS BETSY 
DE SOUZA. 


The many friends of Dr. Ih. L. 
de Souza, of Hongkong, will hear 
with deep regret of the death in 
Malacen of his sister, Miss 
Elizabeth (Betsy) de Souza, who 
was known throughout her life 
for many works of charity and 
kindliness. Fifty-six years, of 
age, she was the sister of Mr. 
L. P. de Souza, the Deputy Collee- 
tor of Land Revenue of Revenue, 
alzo of Mr. H. M. de Souza, J.P., 
of Malacca, and of Nurse Mary de 
Souza, Her nephews_ included 
two priests, Rev, Fr. L. D. Ashness 
and the Rev. Fr, Bertin Ashness, 
whilst other nephews are Mr. Rene 
M. Ashness, now studying for the 
priesthood in Penang, and another 
who {4 a Brother in the Christian 
Brothers’ School in Burm 
niece is a Sister fn the French 
Convent at Taiping. 

It is worthy. of mention that 
the deceased Jady came of a 
Portuguese family that settled in 
Malacen about 160 years ago and 
that her grandfather was reputed 
to he one of the big property 
owners when the administration of 
thia Settlement was transferred to 
the British a century ago.

Tired of Glitter. 


In every direction of life It has 
becomo clear that Great Britain 
nt Inst has become hopelessly tired 
of the tawdry glitter of the coun- 
terfelt, and is eager to turn with 
all the enthusiasm of the convert 
towards the simple realitica of 
life. Everyono is beginning to 
seo the gold, and, with twelve 
years’ experience, to value the 
dross for the worthless thing it 
Is. 

That period of dross-worshlp ‘or

Eddy’s visit 
Jast autumn there were about 160 
girls who decided to further study 
Christian teaching. 


Interest in the educational de- 
partment has been more varied duc

lowing classes have been held 
weekly—Chinese -and Western 
Cooking, Mandarin and piano 
lersons and instruction on First 


Aid to the injured. In addition to 


.| these classes, some members took 


interest in. monthly discussions 
and debates on social topica such 
as Citizenship, World Fellow- 
ship, uses and abuses of cosmetics 
and luxuries, and the problem of 
White Slavery, ete. 


Another piece of fine work un- 
der this department has been free 
night schools for industrial girls 
in the city. During the past 12 
months they had been able to con- 
duct five schools of this kind, with 
a total attendance of 220. 


The wide scope of interest and 
success of this department is to 
be credited to the secretary, Miss 
Li Tuen Yee's thoughtful planning 
and methodical management. 


Physical Department.

One 
of the outstanding features is our 
‘Dramatic Club, which staged two 
performances and realized over 
$3,000 for flood relief. 


The “Wah Kwong” Club (Light 
of Chinn) has a membership of 
approximately 400 girla under the 
age of 20 and consists of 12 dif- 
ferent clubs, ranging from High 
Schools (girls from Ying Wah 
School, St. Stephen’s College and, 
St. Paul’s School), Middle School 
(Yeung Chung, Fairlea} to cle- 
mentary School (Tuan Ching, Lai 
Yin and Congregational schools), 
These 400 girls conld be regarded 
ag a sub-unit of our Association, 
having projecta and interests 
wide and varied as ours, only 
theirs are more adaptable to their 
age. Our secretary, Misa Won 
Yuk-mui, js_to be congratulated 
for her keen interest in these 
girls and untiring efforts.

We chave at present 
bers, 480 being adults and 
junior members (students). 


Our Hostel has been of gfeat 
service to students, single ladies 
and Jadies who travel alone. Since 
the recent Influx from Shanghai 
we have been taxed to our fullest 
capacity. At present we can ac- 
commodate nt the most 20 people 
and many have been turned away 
much to our regret. It is our 
greatest desire and hope that as 
soon as opportunity and finance 
allow, we may be able to extend 
our rooming capacity. We owe 
much to Miss Alice Kwok, . our 
hostel secretary, who takes a mo- 
therly interest in these girls. 


Employment Bureau. 


In view of the fact. that the 
number of women and young girls 
seck employment and vocational 
guidance is increasing, an Em- 
ployment Bureau was organized 
in our Associntion some months 
ago. A number of women of dif- 
ferent nationnlities have applied 
to us for occupation and quite a 
few have been placed in-positions. 
We would commend it to business 
and professional men and women 
in Hongkong and ask that they 
kindly apply to us when needing 
employces, so that we may make 
the connexion: between positions 
and applicanta. 


. We should like gratefully, to 
acknowledge the assistance given- 
by the Honskong Benevolent So- 
ciety and 5t. Stephen’s Girls’ 
College M.C.L. Fund whieh has | 
made possible the schooling of two 
children thereb~ freeing the mo-« 
ther to accept ao position which 
she very much needed. We owe 
a great den] to Misa Elliott. who 
through her untiring efforts has 
met the. needs of many who have 
come to us. 

Our members sreapouded most 
wholeheartedly and generously to- 
wards the relief work in Shang- 
hai. Last September they were

buay packing away old clothing to 
the flood sufferers and altogether 
we have sent away about 50 bales 
of clothing. Since the recent 
trouble In Shanghat there have 
been First Aid classes hold nt: tho 
Aauocintion almost dally, and 
every afternoon women ore acon 
pu, railing bandagea and making 
Crors anpplics for use in the 
Red Cross Hospital in Shanghai, 


After having had six years of 
strenuous work at the Association, 
our General Secretary, Miss Shin, 
ia now having a year's reat and 
study. ‘We are fortunate In hav- 
ing Misa Kwok Shoung-man, one 
of our first Board members, take 
her place while she Ia away. 


It Is with: deop regret that wo 
recall the «departure: of Miss 
Marion Dudley for America last 
summer, Misa Dudley has meant 
much. to our Association and to 
all who came to know her though 
her time had not been quite three 
years with us and we hope that 
she will some day be back in our 
midst. 


Miss Taeng lett us lnat spring 
for Americn to atudy and we are 
uind that she ts happy und getting 
along well In her college. At pre- 
sent we are having Miss Ho Min: 
yin in her place. 


We are most sorry to say that 
our membership sccretary, our 
beloved Mra, Yung, has been 
transferred to the National Board 
in Shanghai and we know that 
very few can ever take her place. 


We are hopeful that a site suit- 
able for our requirements will 
shortly be forthcoming for work 
on the mainland, and if this Fe 
granted it is our hope. when qunde 
are available to build at lenst . 
one storey building which can ive 
added to as the need arises. 


Mra. Wong Tse-chuen, treasur- 
er, next gave a report of the 
finances for the year.
